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V ermont Gas scored a major victory Tuesday in its 
battle to build a 41-mile natural gas pipeline from 
Colchester to Middlebury. 

The company got permission to use eminent domain 
to lay pipe through Geprags Community Park in Hinesburg 
— the last spot where it needed to secure land rights for 
the project. The Public Service Board decision clearly 
delighted company officials. 

As Alicia Freese reported on our Off Message blog. 
Vermont Gas CEO Don Rendall said that the decision 
“clears the way ... to complete construction on the 
Addison Natural Gas Expansion project this year and 
begin service to customers." 

Anti-pipeline Hinesburgers plan to ask the board to 
reconsider the decision. 

On the same day the project's opponents lost Geprags. 
protesters descended on a Vermont Gas pipeline con- 
struction site in New Haven. The 60 or so people seemed 
to be channeling Native Americans in North Dakota who 
are themselves embroiled in a fight to block the Dakota 
Access Pipeline. 

Members of the Standing Rock Sioux Tribe have 


staged highly publicized protests, creating a national 
dialogue about natural gas extraction. 

Protesters in New Haven sang as they walked up a dirt 
road and approached heavy equipment. When the pro- 
testers drew near, the equipment operators walked away. 

As Rachel Elizabeth Jones reported on Off Message. 
Jason Kaye, 33. of Middlebury. climbed an embankment 
and proclaimed: “I don’t know if you were all aware, but 
these machines were running just a moment ago!" 

Activists took turns speaking. 

“This is Abenaki country/ 1 declared Carol Irons, a 
septuagenarian activist with Abenaki heritage. “We are 
brothers and sisters with the Lakota people and the other 
indigenous nations. There's got to be a rising. This is the 
beginning of it." 

Some protesters climbed onto equipment Police 
eventually ordered protesters to leave and arrested 12 
people who did not. 

“We're really pleased that today's event remained 
peaceful and ended safely," said Beth Parent a spokes- 
woman for Vermont Gas.

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Unfinished Business 


T hroughout his campaign for the 
state’s top job, Lt Gov. phil scott 
and his allies have made much 
of his experience as a small- 
business owner. In one recent television 
ad funded by the Republican Governors 
Association, Scott highlighted the impor- 
tance of a “handshake” deal. 

“That means something here in 
Vermont,” the Republican nominee said in 
the spot 

But Scott hasn't always made good on 
his own business commitments. Early in 
his career, according to documents ob- 
tained by Seven Days, the lieutenant gov- 
ernor was forced to surrender a nightclub 
business after failing to make payments 
to the previous owner for more than 10 
months. 

Scott eventually settled with the 
former owner, Montpelier renovator alan 
Goldman, but not before Goldman sued and 
accused him of demonstratinga “complete 
lack of respect” 

“You have failed and now owe me a lot 
of money” Goldman wrote Scott at the 

The lieutenant governor’s brief dalli- 
ance with the nightclub industry, which 
took place two decades ago, has not pre- 
viously been reported. In an interview 
Monday, Scott acknowledged the failure 
and called it an important “lesson in life.” 

“It somewhat builds your foundation 
and gives you understanding of what 
people are going through when they 
struggle in business,” he said. 

In August 1996, Scott and two business 
partners bought a partially constructed 
Montpelier nightclub from Goldman for 
$89,250, according to court documents. 
The buyers, who also included dave and 
ellen moody, agreed to pay Goldman $1,886 
per month for five years. 

After taking over the River Street venue, 
Scott and the Moodys changed its name 
from Emerald City Nightclub to Legends 
Nightclub and turned it into a sports bar 
with an auto-racing theme. Scott, a late- 
model champion at Barre’s Thunder Road 
SpeedBowl, knew Dave Moody through 
the latter’s work as a track announcer. 

“He had this vision of some sort of 
place that would have some nostalgic kind 
of racing theme to it I was interested — as 
an investor," Scott said. 

Their plan quickly went south. 
According to Scott, his partners soon 
divorced, and Dave Moody filed for per- 
sonal bankruptcy. Moody, who now works 
as a commentator for the Motor Racing 


Network in North Carolina, declined to 

“He somewhat walked away," Scott 
said. 'There was this business, which at 
that point was struggling with some debt 
I went in and tried to run the business for 
a bit” 

According to a letter Goldman sent 
Scott in September 1997, the new owners 
started missing payments in June of 
that year and stopped paying entirely in 
August In January 1998, Scott’s cousin 
and construction business partner, don 
dubois, bought out the Moodys and as- 
sumed their share of the debt That ApriL 
Goldman sent Scott one final letter. 

“I have waited too long for you to cure 
your many months of delinquent pay- 
ments," he wrote, calling it “absolutely the 
last straw.” Goldman demanded that Scott 
surrender the nightclub and warned him 
against liquidating its assets, writing that 



doing so would amount to “a criminal 
offense, for which I will absolutely press 
charges if anything is missing.” 

When Goldman filed suit the next 
month in Washington Superior Court, 
his lawyer alleged that Scott had “denied 
entry and repossession” to Goldman on 
the day his client sent the April letter. A 
judge ordered law enforcement to seize 
the property, pending resolution of the 
suit, explaining that there was “a reason- 
able likelihood" that Goldman would 

Court documents suggest that the par- 
ties reached a settlement in September 
1998, though the terms were not disclosed. 
According to Scott and Goldman, it en- 
tailed selling the club to a third party and 
paying Goldman in foil. 

“In the end, we made good on our 
agreement,” Scott said, “and nobody was 

Despite his harsh words at the time, 
Goldman now says that he harbors no ill 
will toward the lieutenant governor. 

“We worked very hard to work it out 
Mr. Scott was an absolute gentleman. He 
made me 100 percent whole,” he said. 
'That was a long time ago. We moved on. 
And to be honest with you. I’m a staunch 
Phil Scott supporter, and I’m gonna vote 
for him.” 


Family Matters 

Sen. Patrick leahy (D-Vt) on Monday 
defended his daughter’s work as a 
lobbyist for the film industry, which has 
contributed hundreds of thousands of 
dollars to his reelection campaign. 

“When you have family members who 
want to earn a living to support their 
family, they should be able to,” he told 
Seven Days. 

alicia leahy jackson has worked for the 
Motion Picture Association of America 
since August 2011 and has served as its 
director of government affairs for the 
past 20 months. But until VTDigger.org’s 
jasper craven uncovered the connection 
in a story published Sunday, it was largely 
unknown in Vermont 

Federal law prohibits senators’ imme- 
diate family members from lobbying an 
office-holding relative, but it permits them 
to lobby other lawmakers. According to 
disclosure forms, Jackson has personally 
lobbied Congress on copyright issues, 
which fall under the jurisdiction of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee. Leahy serves 
as the panel’s ranking member. 

Jackson did not respond to requests 
for comment this week. A spokesman for 
the MPAA, chris ortman, said in a written 
statement that Jackson “does not, has not 
and will not lobby Sen. Leahy’s office, staff 
or the Senate Judiciary Committee.” 

In Monday’s interview, Leahy bristled 
at the suggestion that Jackson shouldn't 
lobby the senator’s peers. He said the two 
never discuss her work and that he had 
“no idea" what bills she supported. He 
added that he occasionally finds himself at 
odds with the MPAA. 

“Considering the number of things I’ve 
opposed, she’s probably not being pro- 
moted for me,” he said. 

But if Leahy's so tough on the movie 
industry, why is he one of its biggest 
beneficiaries? 

According to data collected by the 
Center for Responsive Politics, Leahy 
and his political action committee have 
accepted five-figure campaign contri- 
butions this election cycle from all six 
MPAA members: Universal/Comcast 
($71,950), Paramount Pictures/National 
Amusements ($71,900), Walt Disney 
($43,500), 21st Century Fox ($38,200), 
Warner Brothers/Time Warner ($30,000) 
and Sony ($26,600). 

The MPAA itself has donated $2,500 
to Leahy’s reelection campaign, even as 
Jackson has served as its lobbyist

‘Tve had contributions from the 
MPAA long before she worked for them,” 
Leahy explained. 

That’s true. The organization gave him 
$4,900 during his last reelection cam- 
paign, in 2010 . 

Asked Monday whether he would 
release all communications between his 
office and the MPAA, Leahy declined. 

“If anybody wants to release corre- 
spondence from me, they’re free to” he 
said. “I’m notgoingto go back through and 
selectively find correspondence done with 
anybody — like, for example, the dairy pro- 
ducers in Vermont or you name it" 

Leahy provided a similar response last 
April when reporters asked 
for correspondence between 
him and alleged EB-5 fraud- 
sters ARIEL QUIROS and BILL 

According to the senator, his rela- 
tionship with his lobbyist-daughter is 
“a matter of public record." But, in feet, 
Jackson is not required to disclose that 
she is related to the senator — and there is 
no way for her to do so. 

Pressed on the point, Leahy ex- 
plained why he believed the relationship 
was clear: “Her name is Alicia. Leahy. 
Jackson.” 

Ah, that distinguished Irish name! 

According to the Center for Responsive 
Politics, at least 11 other Leahys have reg- 
istered as federal lobbyists in recent years. 
But according to the senator's spokesman, 
david carle, only one of them is related: 
Alicia's brother, kevin leahv, a former 
Downs Rachlin Martin attorney, who reg- 
istered briefly in 2004 to lobby on behalf 
of Stowe businessman Johannes von trapp

milne, called the situation “a case study 
in how the system is rigged to benefit 
career politicians like Pat Leahy and their 
special-interest friends.” He said that, if 
elected, he would introduce a measure 
known as the “Leahy Rule” to ban senato- 
rial relatives from lobbying any member 
of Congress or federal agency. 

Leahy himself sounded disinclined to 
support such a proposal. 

“So you’re saying they should be ex- 
cluded from jobs that require all kinds 
of public scrutiny, reporting that they're 
qualified for, because a member of their 
family is in the Congress?” he asked. 
“That's a pretty interesting concept" 

Leahy added, “I’d love to see the law. 
Have him send me a copy.” 

Who’s in Charge? 

Speaking of lobbyists, Democratic 
gubernatorial nominee sue minter has 
hired former KSE Partners staffer elliott 
bent as her spokesman. 


Bent himself never registered as a 
lobbyist during his eight years at the 
Montpelier firm, but he worked for those 
who did: He says he started under now- 
retired lobbyist bob sherman, who has 
since established a super PAC backing 
Minter; Bent later worked under lobbyist 
kevin elus, who has also left the firm. 

“The KSE folks know Sue very well 
They were looking for a communications 
director, and I think my name just kept 
coming up,” Bent said. 

The new flack went through an un- 
usual hiring process. He was interviewed 
not only by Minter and her campaign 
manager, molly ritner, but by Emily’s List 
and the Democratic Governors 
Association — two Washington, 
D.C., organizations that appear 
to be playing a major role run- 
ning Muller’s campaign. 

Emily’s List did not respond to a 
request for comment DGA spokesman 
jared Leopold, who conducted the inter- 
view, called his involvement standard 
practice. 

“The decision on hiring is always up to 
the campaign,” he said. 

Bent is hardly the only one with lobby- 
ing ties working for a gubernatorial bid. 
His counterpart on the Scott campaign, 
spokesman ethan latour, previously 
worked as a registered lobbyist for the 
Montpelier firm MMR. 

Even more scandalous? Latour once 
interned for Gov. peter shumlin.

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Shotgun Marriage? Johnson and 
Lyndon State Colleges Rush to the Altar

T wo dozen Lyndon State 
College students streamed 
into a community room last 
Thursday for a lunchtime 
meeting with top brass. 

The topic? A proposal so big it 
could forever change their academic 
experience. Vermont State Colleges 
chancellor Jeb Spaulding is pushing 
a plan to merge Lyndon and Johnson 
State College under one president, 
with a single budget and accreditation. 

But when it came time for questions, 
students had to be prodded to address 
Spaulding, Johnson president Elaine 
Collins and Lyndon interim president 
Nolan Atkins. A few polite inquiries 
trickled out until finally Connor Cyrus, 
a reporter-in-training with Lyndon’s 
broadcast television program, threw out 
a harder-hitting question: If students 
petitioned against the merger, would the 
board take them seriously? 

“I think they would take it seriously, 
yeah,” Spaulding replied. “But that’s not 
the reaction I’ve heard.” 

Indeed, there are no signs of protest 
from students, faculty or staff at either 
Johnson or Lyndon. But members of the 
college community do have a nagging 
fear that this sea change is coming at the 
speed of a tsunami. 

The Vermont State Colleges Board 
of Trustees is poised to vote on the uni- 
fication September 29 — even though 
a bi-campus advisory panel has barely 
started assembling questions about how 
the plan will work. 

Spaulding argues that in the face of 
declining enrollment and stagnant state 
support, consolidating administrations 
is the best way to make use of diminish- 
ing revenue without cutting programs. 
He insists a single entity will be stronger, 
without losing what makes each campus 
unique. 

"A larger-sized institution will in- 
crease opportunities and supports for 
students with a more comprehensive 
curriculum, shared eo-curricular learn- 
ing opportunities, and more efficient use 
of support resources,” he wrote in a July 
letter announcing the plan. 

“It feels a bit rushed,” said Shavonna 
Bent, a Johnson junior from Randolph 
who is president of the Student 
Government Association. “Some 
students are concerned that if they 
need certain classes they'll have to 


“Why can’t we push it back ... to make 
sure we do it right?” said Julie Theoret 
chair of the math department at Johnson 
and a member of the unification advi- 
sory committee who is fielding concerns 
from colleagues. 

“It felt like a done deal before we had 
any say in it,” said Jay Shafer, an associ- 
ate professor who has taught at Lyndon 
for 12 years. He chairs the college’s 
nationally recognized Department of 
Atmospheric Sciences, a training ground 
for meteorologists. 

Spaulding isn’t budging. In his 
second year as head of the state colleges 
system, he sees no reason to delay the 
vote, which he expects to pass. 

If the board approves the move, 
Johnson and Lyndon would begin 
their merger July 1, 2017, with the pro- 
cess completed a year later, Spaulding 

“What we’re talking about is unifying 
Lyndon State College and Johnson State 
College into one strong college with 
two distinct campuses," Spaulding told 
students at Lyndon. The two northern 
Vermont campuses are SS hard miles 


Students would have access to profes- 
sors and activities at both campuses, to 
be overseen by Collins. But the Johnson 
Badgers and Lyndon Hornets would still 
field separate sports teams that would 
compete against each other. And the col- 
leges would get a new name intended to 
reflect their new status. 

Spaulding has heard the jokes about 
calling the new combo Lyndon Johnson 
State College. With all due deference to 
the 36th president, he said, “We’re not 
doing that.” 

Spaulding insists the door remains 
open on many issues. He and other 
administrators have met numerous 
times with campus communities, are 
maintaining a unification web page, and 
have welcomed opinions and questions 
offered by email. 

Spaulding, who spent 16 years as 
a Democratic state senator, eight as 
state treasurer and four as Gov. Peter 
Shumlin’s secretary of administration 
before becoming chancellor in 2015, said 
not having answers to all of the staff’s 
questions is a good thing. “When you tell 
them you don't have all the answers, it 
makes them feel better,” he said. 


That’s not how it feels to Shafer. 
Calling Spaulding a “reasonable person" 
and emphasizing that the plan might 
work, Shafer said he worries that the 
volunteer unification committee doesn’t 
have time to vet the details. 

“It all sounds good on paper," Shafer 
said, adding, “People need to think what 
could go wrong. A lot of the leadership 
doesn't want to talk about that.” 

The list of unanswered questions is 
so long, “You’d need a whole encyclope- 
dia,” Theoret said. Among them: Which 
departments will remain separate? 
Will there be one registrar or two? Will 
faculty be forced to travel between cam- 
puses? Will students be offered rides to 
take courses at the other campus? 

Spaulding has no qualms about de- 
flecting these queries. Asked how much 
money the change will save or cost he 
said, ‘We haven’t completed that to 
where we’re putting out a number right 

Spaulding plans to outline more 
details for the board of trustees before 
the September 29 vote. Asked last week 
whether that information would be 
public before then, Spaulding said he 






hadn’t thought about that, then prom- 
ised, “Yes, it will be.” 

Martha O’Connor, chair of the 15- 
member board of trustees, also had little 
doubt about what the board is likely to 
do. “It seems to me and to the board that 
this is the way to go,” she said. 

O’Connor said she thinks Spaulding 
will have many of the answers the board 
needs. The group will likely spend the 
afternoon of September 28 discussing 
concerns about unification and vote the 
next day, she said. 

Spaulding proposes to use the 
August departure of Lyndon president 
Joe Bertolino for a job in Connecticut 
as an opportunity to con- 
solidate the two colleges’ 
administration. The chan- 
cellor expects to eliminate 
one president’s position, 
one dean of administration 
and one other dean, saving 
about $500,000 a year 
in salaries. It is less clear 
which additional positions 
might be eliminated. 

“A unified college will 
create significant savings 
over time,” Spaulding said 
when he announced the 
plan in July. 

He insists the move comes not from 
desperation, but as a proactive measure 
to prevent more drastic decisions due to 
shrinking resources. 

“Despite the fact that each of these 
colleges, Lyndon and Johnson, have 
already employed operating budget 
cuts and increased tuition, they each stellar settings ringed by 
have experienced significant operating ranges.

College and the Community 
College of Vermont. 

Johnson and Lyndon have much in 
common: They are the two smallest of 
Vermont’s state colleges. Johnson had 
1,514 students last year and Lyndon 
1,266. Both have compact campuses on 
the outskirts of rural villages. Both boast

Is About Price and Politics 


A cross the street from a 
Chinese buffet restaurant in 
downtown St Albans, several 
men in pale blue shirts stood 
sentry outside a gated brick complex. 
They were guarding a factory owned by 
what is likely the most maligned phar- 
maceutical company in the country at 
this moment: Mylan. The Pennsylvania- 
based multinational jacked the prices 
of its EpiPens last month, sparking an 
uproar that has turned political. 

In Vermont, patients, hospitals, in- 
surers, schools and an already-strained 
Medicaid program are feeling the ef- 
fects. Worse, the state provided a large 
sum of money to subsidize Mylan’s St 
Albans manufacturing complex, which 
makes transdermal patches that deliver 
medicine through the skin. 

The Vermont plant doesn't make 
the EpiPen — a device that automati- 
cally injects epinephrine, a hormone 
that counteracts anaphylactic shock 
during allergic reactions — but every 
school is required to have the poten- 
tially lifesaving product on hand. When 
Mylan acquired the EpiPen in 2007, a 
single auto-injector went for $58. This 
year, Mylan, which effectively has a 
monopoly on the device, started selling 
packs of two for $ 600 . 

In an attempt to quell the contro- 
versy, Mylan announced August 25 that 
it would give individual consumers 
$300 discounts and put a cheaper, ge- 
neric version on the market. But those 
concessions have so far failed to quiet 
intensifying criticism about inordi- 
nately high drug prices. 

The Vermont Medicaid program 
spent $256,000 on the devices in fiscal 
year 2010 , or $111 per script, according 
to data provided by the Department of 
Vermont Health Access. In fiscal year 
2016 , it paid five times as much per 
script — $557 — and spent $1.7 million 

Those figures don’t tell the full story, 
because the state gets a cost reduction on 
the sticker price in the form of a rebate. 
State health officials can't disclose the 
amount, according to DVHA’s pharmacy 
director, Nancy Hogue. 

Whatever the price break, it isn't 
enough, according to Rep. Chris Pearson 
(P-Burlington), who calls the EpiPen 
scandal “just the latest high-profile ex- 
ample of a really broken system.” Drugs 
cost more in America, he said, “for the

simple reason that 
we’re the only country 
that doesn’t negoti- 
ate effectively with 
the pharmaceutical 
industry" 

A lack of transpar- 
ency around drug 
prices gives manu- 
facturers the upper 
hand. Pharmaceutical 
companies typically 
defend their prices 
by claiming they’re 
necessary to defray 
the cost of develop- 
ing new drugs. In the 
case of the EpiPen, 
Mylan blamed insur- 
ers for passing on the 
costs to consumers. 
The company does 
$9.4 billion in annual

putting pressure on health care costs in 
Vermont. In fact, even with the dramatic 
price increase, the state's EpiPen bill 
for Medicaid looks downright modest 
compared to what it pays for some 
drugs. Last year, for instance, Seven Days 
wrote about Orkambi, a cystic fibrosis 
drug that cost $700 per daily dose, or 
$259,000 per patient annually. State of- 
ficials estimated it would cost Medicaid 
about $8 million this budget year. 

The federal government pays the 
lion’s share. Even so, Vermont’s portion 
of Medicaid expenses — $738 million 
last year and rising — has put serious 
pressure on the state budget 

In an attempt to do something about 
rising drug costs — or at least register 
its dissent — the Vermont legislature 
passed a law last year directing the 
Green Mountain Care Board to put to- 
gether a list of costly prescription drugs 
that have seen dramatic price increases. 

Last month, the state posted that list 
of 10 drugs online. It doesn’t include the 
actual prices but does document per- 
centage increases over the last five years. 
Although the EpiPen made the tally, the 
drug with highest percentage increase 


is the antibiotic doxycycline hyclate. Its 
price has increased 4,788 percent 

The new law also requires that 
drug manufacturers give the Attorney 
General’s Office “a justification for the 
increase in the 
wholesale acquisi- 
tion cost, includ- 
ing all relevant 
information and 
supporting documentation." The office 
will report its findings to the legislature 
in December, but that information will 
remain “exempt from public inspection.” 

Pearson, who has pushed for more 
stringent legislation, said it’s a start: 
“Let’s at least shine a light on this, and, 
hopefully, other states follow our lead. 
And then Congress will not be able to 
ignore the problem." 

Price increases hit the entire health 
care system, not just Medicaid. “The 
hospitals came into the budget hearings 
this year, and many of them cited rising 
pharmaceutical costs as the reason their 
budgets were over,” said Gobeille, who 
along with the other board members is 
charged with approving those budgets. 
“Whenever any one part of the system 
grows at what I would say is a hyperin- 
flationary rate, it takes money away from 
other priorities,” he noted. 

Private insurers are affected, too, 
along with their premium-paying 
members. 

Cory Gustafson, director of govern- 
ment and public relations for Blue Cross 
Blue Shield of Vermont, echoed Gobeille, 
noting that the amount the insurer 
spends on the EpiPen pales in com- 
parison to payments for drugs such as 
Humira, an anti-inflammatory drug used 
to treat rheumatoid arthritis. Humira’s 
monthly list price of more than $4,000 
has gone up 130 percent since 2011. 

Like other private insurers, Blue 
Cross Blue Shield doesn’t pay that 
amount. It negotiates lower prices with 
the drug company through a pharmacy 
benefits manager, an intermediary with 
greater purchasing power. As with 
Medicaid, the discount is confidential. 

Such “cost-mitigation measures” 
can serve as a smoke screen. After 
Mylan eased the economic pain for its 
individual customers, Senators Patrick 
Leahy (D-Vt) and Bernie Sanders (I-Vt.) 
signed a letter with colleagues demand- 
ing more information. “When patients 
receive short-term co-pay assistance for 
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expensive drags, they may be insulated 
from price hikes," it reads, “but insur- 
ance companies, the government and 
employers still bear the burden of these 
excessive prices.” 

Last Friday, Rep. Peter Welch (D- 
Vt.) and Rep. Tammy Duckworth CD- 
Ill.) penned their own letter to Rep. 
Jason Chaffetz (R-Utah), the chair of 
Oversight and Government Reform 
Committee, requesting a congressional 


reported that Mylan laid off 60 of its St 
Albans employees, which is about 10 
percent of its Vermont workforce. But 
Kenney said that is unlikely to change 
the amount of money it receives. 

At a press conference on August 25, 
Shumlin, who has received campaign 
contributions from Mylan, told report- 
ers that the company was “ripping off 
the American people,” according to 
news reports.

hearing on the “recent intolerable and 
inexplicable price increases in the life- 
saving EpiPen.”

Chicago. He also wants the UVM admin- 
istration to adopt new language and pro- 
cedures for the BRT. The definition of bias 
is too broad, and the fact that people can 
report alleged bias anonymously is just plain 
wrong, Kindsvatter said. 

Calling it “crazy making," he said such 
an approach “certainly does not create an 
atmosphere that is healthy and safe for in- 
terrogation of thorny ideas.” 

During a Monday night lecture, 
Kindsvatter practiced what he's preaching 
by asking 25 graduate students what they 
thought of his email. Animated and athletic, 
he stood before them in a short-sleeved 
sports shirt and khaki-colored pants, his 
hipster beard flecked with gray. 

Some suggested that UVM and other 

to ward off litigation. Another said she got 
fired from a job after complaining about 
a sexist boss and suggested that a bias 
response team might have helped in that 
situation. Others agreed with Kindsvatter’s 
contention that the UVM BRTs powers are 
too broad but worried that narrowing the 
scope would leave students vulnerable. The 
goal should be to foster conversations that 
are “productive and not blatantly hurtful,” 

In a booming voice, Kindsvatter re- 
sponded, “Really good point,” and then 
proceeded to disagree. 

“Your feelings are not what’s impor- 
tant," he explained. “Your mind is what’s 
important." 

Free and open discussion is the best way 
to attack bad ideas, Kindsvatter said. UVM’s 
system, he continued, “is begging to be mis- 
used by people who have an ax to grind.” 

During a break in the two-hour class, 
student Tyler Brassard said he thought 
Kindsvatter’s letter was well written and 
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important. What’s really at stake is find- 
ing a balance between “people’s right to 
speak and the individual’s right to feel pro- 
tected,” he said. 

Peter Guarco, another student in the 
class, also agreed with the letter. A college 
campus should be a place where students 
can “make reasoned arguments and not have 
to muzzle them for political considerations." 
The definition of bias at UVM seems to be 
“very broad and very wide,” he said. 

Under the current procedure at UVM, 
reports can be made against someone who 
exhibits bias, which UVM policy defines 
as a "personal inclination or temperament 
based on unreasoned judgment or belief.”

Since it was launched, the BRT has in-

mous reporting. “I understand the role of 
anonymity, because people won't report 
things sometimes if they have to put their 
name on it,” she said. “I think that it's a 
sensitive area that bears some discussion.” 

As for Kindsvatter, he’s thankful to 
have tenure. Without it, criticizing his 
employer so openly might cost him his job, 
he acknowledged. He remembers toddling 
around Kent State University with his 
professor father and later earning his bach- 
elor’s, master’s and PhD there, noting that 
the Ohio institution of hitter learning has 
a much stronger commitment to the First 
Amendment than UVM does. ‘It’s like night 
and day,” Kindsvatter said. 

Here in Vermont, he clearly enjoys play- 
ing the role of provocateur, as evidenced 
by the final paragraph of his open letter to 
university students. It reads: 

“If you find anything in this letter sug- 
gestive of unreasoned thinking or judgment, 
and if it offends you or otherwise upsets 
you, you can report the author to the bias 
response authorities at the University of 
Vermont Kind regards, Aaron Kindsvatter, 
Ph.D.”

“The name Lyndon is what gets us 
jobs,” said Helmar, who hopes to work 
as a television videographer after gradu- 
ation next year. “I think, keep the name 
so we don’t have to rebrand everything.” 


Shafer, the meteorology chair at 
Lyndon, argued that the name is too 
important to leave to whim. “You mess 
with the brand, you mess with every- 
thing else. A little more care needs to be 
attached to changing the name,” he said. 
“I don't want it being done by people 
having a beer after a board meeting.” 

A new name might be among the 
decisions the board makes September 
29, along with the overall unification 
plan, Spaulding said. After that, he said, 
the 12 -member unification advisory 
committee will remain in place to sort 
out how the merger affects specific 
programs, and the unions will begin bar- 
gaining on issues such as travel required 
between the two campuses. 


But one thing seems clear: Unification 
will happen. And Spaulding is steadfast 
that the change will make Lyndon and 
Johnson stronger. “It’s going to be an 
evolution,” he said. “There’s plenty of 
time to adjust.” 

Last week at Lyndon, he suggested 
that students from both campuses put 
on a musical performance for the legis- 
lature next year, one way to market the 
marriage to those who hold the purse 
strings. “A lot of people don’t know how 
special Lyndon and Johnson are,” he 
said. ©

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Surrealism Meets History at 
the Evocative Kent Museum 




T he Kent museum, a row of con- 
nected 1830s structures built 
by Abdiel Kent in Calais, is 
open to the public only about 
one month a year. The occasion is Art 
at the Kent, an annual show of Vermont 
artists' work curated by allyson evans, 
nel emlen and state curator davio schutz. 

The current show, which opened last 
weekend, aims to make of the former 
stagecoach stop and country store a 
kind of dream world. Called “Parables,'’ 
the exhibit features paintings and sculp- 
tures fashioned from gourds and other 
materials, plus marionettes and a fold- 
ing stage, all made by the Brattleboro 
couple julia zanes and donald saaf. 

Visitors who venture to the tiny un- 
incorporated community will first see 
two giant bird’s nests. Positioned on the 
lawn in front of and behind the build- 
ings, they were built from tree branches 
and hay by schoolchildren under Zanes 
and Saaf 's guidance. The project makes 


sense in light of the art inside, which, at 
the time of Seven Days’ visit, Evans and 
Emlen were still hanging. 

Birds and other animals, typically 
out of scale with their surroundings, 
populate the couple’s colorful, figura- 
tive paintings. Zanes' 
work, often inspired 
by dollhouses, de- 
picts castles and 

among towering 
flowers. Birds figure 
literally large in 
Saaf’s work, some- 
times the size of the 
humans who share 
the canvas. 

The artworks 
invite viewers to 
guess at the stories 
they tell, and they seem to speak to 
children and adults equally. They could 
be parables, as the exhibition title 


indicates, but that’s not the only inter- 
pretation. The artists derived that title 
from Goethe’s Faust, which also serves 
as the basis for a single marionette per- 
formance they’ll give near the end of 
the show. In the translation that Zanes 
and Saaf use, the rel- 
evant excerpt reads, 
“Everything destruc- 
tible could only be a 
parable.” 

While both art- 
ists explore story- 
telling, they do so 
using distinct styles. 
Zanes’ paintings lean 
toward dreamlike 
surrealism; Saaf 's are 
more folk-influenced 
and often contain a 
layering of stories. 
Behind each bird he paints, for example, 
is a ghostly human face in outline, seem- 
ingly made of gusts of wind. Do these

refer to folk beliefs or perhaps to the 
underlying destructibility of life itself? 
It’s unclear. 

In one room, Zanes’ working fortune 
teller — a camivalesque lighted glass 
box on wheels containing the bust of a 
crowned female figure — spits out actual 
fortunes when cranked. Like the paint- 
ings, it is an invitation to participate in 
narrative making. 

The Kent’s 14 rooms, including an 
upstairs ballroom where the mari- 
onettes and stage have been set up, are 
packed with the couple’s works. This 
is an enormous show, and the sense of 
submersion in dream worlds is aided 
by the venue itself. Its interior walls 
are exposed lath and partially restored 
plaster, halted mid-work. A feeling of 
in-betweenness resides everywhere. 

“This is not a gallery with pristine 
white walls and spotlighting,” Emlen 
pointed out. “We let the building dictate 
what gets hung where.”

The Vermont Division for Historic 
Preservation once planned to turn the 
Kent into a museum about country 
life. In 2001, Schutz, Emlen and Evans, 
who all live within sight of the building, 
joined other neighbors to form Historic 
Kents’ Corner, a private nonprofit that 
helped augment state funding for res- 
toration. The state managed to restore 
the brick exteriors and install handicap- 
accessible features, but it ran out of 
money for the project in 2008. 

That's when Evans, Emlen and 
Schutz, all trained in art, hit on the idea 
of showing local artists' work. The area 
had plenty of artists but few galleries, 
they noted. And the Kent presented 
some interesting challenges. As Schutz 
put it during a phone call, “We discov- 
ered that the bare-bones state of the 
building offers a unique presentation 
for contemporary art. And we think 
that’s possibly a more exciting mission 
than the original one." 


During our visit, Evans and Emlen 
were still finding intriguing details in 
the works. As Evans entered a room 
containing enough wall space to hang 
two of the four large-scale paintings 
comprising Zanes’ series “The Golden 
Game,” she noticed something she 
hadn’t seen before. In one of the works, 
the tree growing upside down in the 
attic of a house continues in a “ghost 
tree” branching into the dusk above the 
pitched roof. 

“Nothing is clear at first glance,” 
Evans commented about both artists' 

Appropriately, the Faust-inspired 
performance, “The Green Gold Tree,” 
will take place at dusk. Zanes will work 
the puppets while Saaf plays guitar in 
his accompanying Bluebird Orchestra. 

Art at the Kent also includes a 
Sunday afternoon reading series at the 
nearby Old West Church. Called “Words 
Out Loud: Poetry & Parables, Fantasy & 


Fables," the series is organized by Evans 
and poets mary elder Jacobsen and jody 
gladding. This Sunday’s reading is by 
young-adult authors laura williams 

MCCAFFREY and WILLIAM ALEXANDER, the 

latter of whom won the National Book 
Award for Young People’s Literature in 
2012. Readings are followed by recep- 
tions at the Kent. 

This year’s exhibit seems particularly 
suited to the venue, which has hosted 
past shows featuring up to 30 different 
artists. Zanes' fascination with doll- 
houses echoes that of the woman who 
revived the Kent in the 1930s, Louise 
Andrews Kent. A Bostonian who had 
married into the family, she constructed 
and meticulously furnished a large 
dollhouse that now sits among Zanes’ 
paintings above the country store. Kent 
also made a series of tiny, individually 
furnished rooms that are on permanent 
display on the ground floor. 

Altogether, the Kent is rich with 


imagined worlds, both historical and 
dreamed, and is worth a visit 

“People who love historic buildings 
will wait all year to get into here, then 
say, “Wow, I like this art’ And the op- 
posite is true, too,” said Emlen, meaning 
that those who come for the art find 
themselves appreciating the history. 
Added Evans, “Every year, it’s a once- 
in-a-Iifetime experience.” ©

A Young Vermont 
Ballerina Is Bolshoi Bound 


E ach year across the United States, 
aspiring ballet dancers don their 
best tights to audition for a spot 
at the Bolshoi Ballet’s yearlong 
trainee program in Moscow, Russia. Of 
the hundreds of dancers auditioning, 
perhaps eight are accepted. This year, one 
of those dancers is from Jericho: 16-year- 
old julia spensley. She was invited to 
Moscow after completing the Bolshoi 
Ballet Academy’s summer intensive in 
New York City last month. 

The Bolshoi Ballet is a behemoth in 
the dance world. The internationally 
renowned classical company, founded in 
1776, even subsumes the notion of great- 
ness in its name — “bolshoi” translates as 
“big, grand or great.” The company per- 
forms each season at the Bolshoi Theatre, 
which stands like a white, gilded, eight- 
pillared icon of Russian culture in the 
heart of Moscow’s Theatre Square. 
Inside, the stage spans a width of 68 feet 


behind a red velvet curtain. Over the past 
decade, a massive reconstruction project 
has restored the hall’s historic elegance 
and brought it up to current technical 
standards. 

The Bolshoi Ballet has had its share 
of scandals. Joy Womack, one of the first 
American ballet dancers to train at the 
academy and join the company post- 
graduation, left the troupe in 2013; she 
claimed a director had demanded $10,000 
in exchange for a lead performance role. 
Earlier that year, the Bolshoi’s artistic 
director, Sergei Filin, had acid thrown 
in his face, allegedly by a rival dancer. (A 
2015 film, Bolshoi Babylon, examines this 
and other bitter relationships within the 
company, as well as the government’s 
entanglement with them.) 

Outshining all that gossip, however, 
is the Bolshoi’s undisputed capacity for 
turning out ballet dancers such as current 
luminaries Natalia Osipova and Polina 



Semionova. The academy’s graduates are 
among the most coveted, talented and 
well trained in the world. 

In the Soviet era, according to the 
Russian American Foundation, noted 
Russian dancers tended to ditch their 
homeland to find artistic success in the 
West Beginning in the early 2000s, a 
slight movement in the opposite direc- 
tion started when the Bolshoi Ballet 
Academy loosened its Russian-only 
policy to accept a small number of 


international students into its rigorous 
ballet program. 

Enter Spensley. "[My mother and 
I] drove to Boston for the audition,” she 
says. “I do a lot of auditions for summer 
intensives every year, so I wasn’t too ner- 
vous. I remember it felt very natural to 
be taking class in that style. I remember 
thinking. Oh, this is how I want to dance!' 

Spensley started ballet classes at age 
3 through a YMCA program at a dance 
studio in Maryland. When she was 6, 


CAPITAL CITY CONCERTS ADDS 
ANEW VENUE 


Now that the rich offerings of summer 
chamber music have ended, classical 
fans can pencil in a new round of 
chamber concerts from capital city 
concerts. 

Founded in Montpelier in 2000 by 
flutist karen kevra, CCC has presented 
repeat concerts in Burlington and 
Rutland venues in recent years. Now 
a Cornwall resident, Kevra is bringing 
the series to the Middlebury area for 
a test run. Three of this season's five 
concerts will be performed at both 
the Unitarian Church of Montpelier 
and the Champlain Valley Unitarian 
Universalist Society in Middlebury. 

Kevra's programming is distinctive, 
and not just because works for 
flute appear on each program. She 
also mixes local musicians, such as 
pianist paul orgel of Shelburne and 
Craftsbury's rowell sisters — mary 


visiting musicians from New York 
and Washington, D.C. Kevra houses 
the traveling musicians and cooks 
elaborate homemade meals for all. On 
this year's docket are the Taiwanese 
American Formosa Quartet performing 
Gyorgy Ligeti; and the New York-based 
pianist-cellist couple Jeewon Park 


and Edward Aaron, both Shostakovich 
experts. 

The Ligeti — the Romanian 
composer's first string quartet — 
opens the program of one of the three 
repeated concerts. Inspired by the 
music of Ligeti's fellow countryman 
Bela Bartok, the work is subtitled 
Metamorphoses Nocturnes. It indeed 
evokes a night that morphs from 
haunting to otherworldly. 

Kevra first heard Formosa perform 
the 1954 piece during a turn as director 
of the concert series Summer Music 
From Greensboro; she was "riveted." 
Says Kevra, "When you hear modern 
music for the first time, you either (a) 
don't like it or (b) think. Maybe I'll warm 
to it on a second hearing. But this had 
an immediacy to it a cinematic quality." 
The Ligeti establishes the theme for 
the March concert, called "Night" which 
also includes Orgel playing Chopin and 
Britten nocturnes. 

The season-opening concerts this 
weekend, titled The Dove and the 
Hawk," bring together five works about 
peace and war, including a reprise of 
the flutists 2013 commission, Teta by 
Mohammed Fairouz. The title means 
■grandmother," and the piece honors the 


Middle Eastern heritage that Fairouz 
and Kevra share, as well as their Arabic 
grandmothers. 

CCC's new commission is from 
another young composer and performer, 
Marshfield double-bass player evan 
premo, who directs scrag mountain music 
with his wife, soprano mary bonhag. 
Scheduled to conclude the April concert 
Premo's work will put locally submitted 
poems on the theme of gardeni ng to 
music for soprano, piano, double bass 
and flute. The concert called "Poem 
Music," corresponds with Montpelier's 
Poem City event It includes Bonhag 
singing Debussy's Fetes galantes. 

As CCCs artistic director, Kevra 
occasionally leaves the programming 
to musicians. A fan of violinist Laurie 
Smukler, who is on the faculty at the 
Juilliard School, Kevra invited her to 
Vermont for the final concert in May. 
Smukler has programmed a Brahms 
sextet a Mozart flute quartet and 
Schoenberg's Verklarte Nacht, and will 
bring along the musicians with whom 
she's chosen to play. 

Otherwise, Kevra says, "We put 
together concerts really just for our 
audience." As a result the musicians 
"absolutely have the feeling that they’re 
playing for the home crowd. And they 
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her family moved to Vermont. There, 
initially, she cut the ballet and turned her 
attention to Scottish Highland dancing, 
training at the heather morris school of 
dance in Richmond. At age 12, she began 
supplementing her Celtic repertoire with 
classes at the elan academy of classical 
ballet in Essex Junction. 

“I really fell in love with it,” Spensley 
recalls. “A year later, I began training at

Julia already understands 
the Russian language. She loves the food 
and the culture. This is a way for her to 
get a cultural experience along with her 
ballet training.”

the yearlong trainee pro- 
gram. The Spensley family 
has launched a GoFundMe 
campaign to help reach 
that goal. 

“It’s such a short 
time to pull the money 
together," says Elena.

“It’s been stressful for us,” 
she adds, “but the support 
from family and friends is 
heartwarming."

Dear Cecil, 

I recently read that scientists have found a cor- 
relation between certain genes and behavioral 
traits like risk-taking. Are these genes more 
common among migrants — for instance, the 
descendants of U.S. colonists, as compared to 
the population of the UK?

N o doubt it’ll thrill 
American exception- 
alists right down to 
their red, white and 
blue blood cells to learn that 
yes, the so-called “risk-taking 
gene” you reference is indeed 
more prevalent in the popula- 
tion of North America than on 
some other continents. But is 
this scientific proof that the 
U.S. truly is a nation of rugged 
individualists, that our DNA 
itself spurred us across the 
ocean to liberty? Hmm. Let’s 
pump the brakes here a bit, pa- 
triots, and look a little closer at 
the gene they call DRD4. 

What sounds like the name 
of a toy droid at a dollar store 
is actually shorthand for 
Dopamine Receptor D4. Like 
many genes, DRD4 comes in 
several alternative forms, or 
alleles. About 65 percent of 
the population has the version 
where a certain nucleotide 
sequence repeats four times, 
and you don’t read much about 
these normies in the popular- 
science press. Everyone’s way 
too busy talking instead about 


the less-common DRD4 vari- 
ant, carried by about 20 percent 
of humans, that repeats seven 
times — which, assorted stud- 
ies suggest, may predispose its 
bearers to seek out novelty and 

Though experts in behav- 
ioral genetics fruitlessly cau- 
tion us not to treat our DNA 
profile as though it's some 
science-approved version of 
astrology, just about any non- 
playing-it-safe behavior you 
can display — substance use, 
gambling, general impulsive- 
ness — has been linked to the 
DRD4-7R allele in a scientific 
study, with varying degrees of 
confidence, and then shouted 
about in the press, with varying 
degrees of accuracy. Thus we 
see a slew of stories in which 
DRD4-7R is billed variously 
as the “wanderlust gene” that 
drives you to splurge on exotic 
vacations, or the “slut gene” 
that makes you less likely to go 
home alone at closing time. 

However it may affect peo- 
ple’s conduct, the 7R allele isn’t 
scattered evenly worldwide. 



Back in 1999 researchers at UC- 
Irvine published the first study 
to find an association between 
higher incidence of the long 
DRD4 allele and long-distance 
prehistoric migration. A 2011 
paper crunched the numbers 
finer and came up with similar 
results — showing, essentially, 
that the greater distance a 
population had migrated from 
Africa, the site of human evo- 
lution, the more common the 
7R allele would be within it. (I 
say “essentially” because the 
7R percentage in Asia is quite 
low — they're still puzzling 
over that one.) But that doesn’t 
mean we know why or how 
7Rs thrived in some areas more 
than in others. 

And we’ll be pretty much 
left guessing about that, unless 
somebody uncovers a long- 
buried stash of prehistoric 
diaries and psych evaluations. 
It's not too tough to imagine 
how an inclination toward 
thrill-seeking, or other appar- 
ent 7R-associated traits (many 
of which we consider symp- 
toms of ADHD), could play a 


role in a large-scale migration 
scenario, where natural selec- 
tion might well favor the antsy 
adrenaline junkies and thin out 
the placid 4Rs who’d followed 
them into the unknown. Any 
such benefits may be context- 
dependent: Among the Ariaal 
tribe in present-day Kenya, 7Rs 
who live as nomadic herders 
are on average better nourished 
than non-7R nomads, but 7Rs 
who've settled down don’t eat 
as well as the other villagers. 

So though there’s likely 
some relationship between mi- 
gration and 7R, we can’t jump 
from there to saying that 7Rs’ 
innate adventurousness drove 
them to travel further than 
their fellows. Which means 
we should be careful about as- 
suming that a 7R gene is what 
keeps people wandering today. 
Of course, you don’t need to 
be a geneticist to recognize an 
online screed headed “Why 
Middle Eastern Migrants in 
Europe Will Tend to Be Rapists 
and Criminals" for exactly what 
it is. (Yes, that’s really the title 
of a 7R post by some right-wing 
evolutionary-psychology blog- 
ger; you’d hope even the most 
credulous ev-psych fan would 
know enough to steer clear 
of creeps like this.) Current 


events should remind us that 
people choose to migrate for all 
sorts of reasons, and choose not 
to migrate for just as many. If 
we’re just talking genetic pre- 
disposition, someone prone to 
taking risks might well decide 
to stay behind in Syria and 
fight, for instance. 

The impact of genetics on 
behavior is too complex to be 
boiled down to a single “migra- 
tion gene"-type mechanism, 
but with every new scientific 
discovery we go through the 
same rigamarole: Scientists 
publish papers suggesting cor- 
relations; journalists and other 
lay writers read no further than 
the abstract and sensational- 
ize what they believe to be the 
findings; scientists rush back in 
waving their arms saying, No, 
you can’t quite say that. Lather, 

In other words: If you’re a 
high school smart-ass figuring 
you’ll pull your history teacher's 
chain by answering “Why did 
the Pilgrims leave England?" 
with a snappy “Because DNA," 
know that your risky behav- 
ior is likely to result in a low 
exam score. What if despite 
that knowledge, you can’t help 
yourself? Feel free to blame 
your genes. Everyone else does.

WTF? 

C old weather will soon turn 
Burlington’s four decorative 
fountains into empty troughs 
for seven months. Meanwhile, 
one reader recently asked: Why haven’t 
the wildlife-themed dual fountains in 
front of Burlington City Hall functioned 
for years? Unlike those in City Hall Park 
and on Battery Street, which for half the 
year double as kiddie pools, communal 
dog bowls and, occasionally, bathtubs 
for vagrants, the Church Street foun- 
tains have remained bone-dry for a very 
long time. WTF? 

The short answer is, the twin bub- 
blers that flank City Hall’s east entrance 
have suffered a fate similar to that of 
previous Queen City water spouts: Time 
and Vermont’s punishing climate have 
made them extremely costly and time- 
consuming to maintain. The fountains 
are expected to eventually run again — 
though city maintenance workers prob- 
ably won’t lose any sleep if they don't. 

First, some history: Decorative water 
fountains are among humanity's oldest 
public art forms, dating back to ancient 
Greece and Crete. From Roman times 
into the Renaissance, decorative foun- 
tains have depicted gods, generals, bibli- 
cal figures and cherubs who gleefully 
tinkle in the public water supply. 

The first public fountains in the 
United States, which date to the mid- 
1800s, were installed to provide the 
public with clean drinking water, in 
response to frequent cholera outbreaks. 
The first such fountain, dedicated in 
Manhattan’s City Hall Park in 1842, shot 
water SO feet into the air. It delivered 
to New Yorkers a continuous stream 
piped from the then-recently completed 
Croton reservoir and aqueduct 

By the 1880s, decorative fountains 
were spouting throughout New York 
City, Boston, Philadelphia and other 
major cities. But, as Joe Satran points 
out in his 2015 Huffington Post piece “13 
Weird Moments in the History of Water 
Fountains,” it wasn’t until the early 20th 
century that anyone realized how unhy- 
gienic it was for everyone to drink from 
the same tin cup, which was typically 
chained to each fountain. Ick! 

Public watering troughs, for horses 
and humans, were fairly common in 
19th-century Vermont According to 
data from the University of Vermont’s 
Historic Preservation Program, 
Burlington’s first decorative fountain 



Why Don’t the Burlington 


was erected in City Hall Park in 1881. 
That fountain was replaced on July 4, 
1976, with the current one, which incor- 
porated an old horse trough that once 
sat at the top of Battery Street 

The animal-themed fountains in 
front of city hall were designed by the 
late Brattleboro artist and sculptor Frank 
Stout (1926-2012). Stout, whose works 
can be found in such diverse venues as 
the Vermont Statehouse, the Wichita 
Art Museum in Kansas, and the U.S. 
embassies in Brazil and Peru, initially 
proposed two abstract female nudes. But 
city councilors and Burlington's newly 
elected mayor, Bernie Sanders, deep- 
sixed Stout’s concept as “unrecogniz- 
able and inappropriate subject matter.” 

Back at the drawing board. Stout con- 
ceived alternative designs that were, if 
not warmer, at least fuzzier: one of a deer 
buck, the other of a mother bear frolick- 
ing with her cub, cast in bronze and 
mounted on granite. Those fountains, 
unveiled in 1982, ran intermittently for 
years before the plumbing needed ret- 
rofitting in 2008. By 2012, however, the 
water was switched off for good. 

Why? Martha Keenan, the city’s 
capital improvement program manager, 
explains that a small, hard-to-reach 
leaky pipe is buried beneath several tons 
of granite. 

“It was losing about 100 gallons a day," 
she says, “and we didn't feel it was a very 
good thing to waste that much water.” 

Keenan expects the fountains to be 
repaired in the next two years, as part 


of the renovation of city hall and the 
adjoining park. While that construction 
is under way, the city will also remove 
the existing fountain in City Hall Park, 
thanks in large part to a $500,000 gift 
announced last October by Tony and 
Rita Pomerleau. 

Todd Greenough, Burlington’s facil- 
ity maintenance manager, who main- 
tains the city’s four fountains, won’t be 
sorry to see that one go. 

“They’re actually all pretty high 
maintenance because of the environ- 
ment,” says Greenough, who estimates 
that he and his staff spend nearly eight 
hours each week just keeping the foun- 
tains running. Routine maintenance 
includes removing, cleaning and rein- 
stalling their filters, “which gets pretty 
disgusting.” 

Greenough points out that the 
fountains are also frequent targets for 
vandals, who pour liquid soap in them, 
filling them with suds. Maintenance 
workers then have to drain them, apply a 
de-foamer, and refill That’s particularly 
problematic for the City Hall Park foun- 
tain, whose old, underground lines have 
deteriorated and are difficult to access. 

“We can’t leave those lines charged 
[with water], because they leak so badly 
and they back drain into the basement 
of city hall,” Greenough explains. Even 
refilling them “gets complicated real 

He suggests that the fountain be 
replaced by a dry public sculpture — 
say, one with decorative LED lights 


that respond to music. It would be for 
cheaper to maintain and, unlike the cur- 
rent fountain, could operate year-round. 

That would be preferable from a 
public health perspective, too. As the 
U.S. Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention report, public fountains are 
veritable petri dishes of microscopic 
nastiness, commonly harboring E. coli, 
giardia, Cryptosporidium and norovirus. 
While heavily chlorinated public swim- 
ming pools are subject to water-quality 
standards, none exist for decorative 
fountains, although people and their 
pets routinely play in them. 

These days, moreover, decorative 
fountains aren’t the draw they were in 
the time of cholera. A contemporary 
one at the top of Church Street, installed 
in 1994, was removed and bricked over 
in May 2013. It was a hindrance to at- 
tracting new retailers to the top block, 
explains Church Street Marketplace 
executive director Ron Redmond. 

Greenough and his crew may not get 
their way in City Hall Park, where the 
Pomerleaus’ gift specifically included an 
earmark for a children’s splash park. But 
hope springs eternal. ®

Hey, performing arts season: Welcome back! 

From medieval music to cutting-edge jazz, from Broadway block- 
busters to improv comedy, from gospel to guys on ice skates — yes, 
really — the range of human creative endeavors is astonishing. What 
drives people to perform? And why do we love to bear witness? 

We asked these questions of some local experts in the actor-au- 
dience equation: performing arts presenters. Their responses f 
were thoughtful and spot-on.

"Telling stories is the base,” said Steve MacQueen, ar- \B A 
tistic director of the Flynn Center for the Performing Arts. 

And, he added, the converse is true: “Everyone likes to hear 
stories.” 

Every performer is a kind of storyteller, even if their art 
form is nonverbal. With or without words, some shows ( 
evolve with a topical urgency. “FLEXN is a great example,” ^ 


said Lawrence, referring to the New York-based troupe that ad- 
dresses issues of social and racial injustice — in particular, the 
police shootings of black men — through an electrifying form of 
street dance. “Their performance is created out of a sense that 
there was no other way for people to express the emotions of 
what’s going on,” she said. “It can bring people into this space 
that's different than just talking” 

— To that point, University of Vermont Lane Series di- 
rector Natalie Neuert noted the fortuitous presence of 
“cultural journeys’’ in her programming this year. “I didn't 
set out to book world music, but the performers who really 
spoke to me were performers who traveled these distances,” 
bringing a story from their part of the world, she said. “It’s 
k a conduit that carries a cultural history forward in time.” 

Neuert agreed that storytelling is "one of the most 
\l\ fundamental ways of receiving information and cul- 
tt\Y tural understanding. Plus,” she added, “it’s sheer en- 
'«\ll tertainment — you don't think about the clock for a 
1»® couple of hours.” 

Witnessing virtuosity, of course, is thrilling and 
V^L uplifting. And, as Neuert noted, “No matter how 
OS scripted, in live performance there’s always a 

degree of spontaneity. I think people are ex- 
vBv cited by that.” 

But whether you’re moved to tears by a 
Rbflv violin solo or a standup comedian, the experi-

Violinist Hilary Hahn, 36, has progressed from 
child prodigy to new-music champion to one of the 
most admired and widely known violinists of our 
day. Among her Vermont ties are several summers 
at the Marlboro Music Festival and an extended 
collaboration with Vermont Symphony Orchestra 
conductor Jaime Laredo while at the Curtis Institute 
of Music. 

Nonetheless, the news that she’s coming to the 
Hopkins Center in March to perform a solo program 
with pianist Robert Levin is a stunner. While Hahn 
appears regularly with famed conductors and their 
orchestras around the world, her solo appearances 
are limited. Says Hop programming director Margaret 
Lawrence, “It took us several years to score one." 

Hahn eschews the stuffy atmosphere of classical 
concerts, preferring audiences to come in “jeans and 
chains,” as she once put it. For her 2015 Grammy- 
winning recording In 27 Pieces: The Hilary Hahn 
Encores, she commissioned 26 composers to write en- 
cores for solo violin. (The 27th was chosen in an open 
competition with 400-plus entries.) Encores are like 
“candy,” Lawrence points out; they’re just fun. 


One Pieces contributor, the Spanish composer 
Anton Garcia Abril, wrote the partita for solo violin 
that Hahn will play at the Hop between three works 
for violin and piano by Bach, Mozart and Schubert. 
Levin will play his own contemporary commission 
by the Romanian Hans Peter Turk. The question is, 
which encore will Hahn play?

Shakespeare’s Macbeth depicts a politician who gets it in his head 
that he could be all-powerful. He becomes dangerously ambitious; 
he acts irrational, even insane. With his back against the wall, 
he grows paranoid, convinced of conspiracies against him. He 
clutches at straws, hoping that the fates, who have always been 
kind to him, will somehow redeem him. We don’t know anything 
about that in 2016 . 

Middlebury Actors Workshop will produce a 95-minute, no- 
intermission Macbeth this fall in three locations. Director Melissa 
Lourie insists that it wasn't just the presidential election that 
inspired her (though you may find not-so-subtle references to 
Donald Trump in the famed porter scene). “It’s the 400th anni- 
versary of Shakespeare’s death,” she explains. “When I heard that 
Craig Maravich was in town, I knew I wanted him to be Macbeth.” 
Equity actor Maravich is currently a visiting assistant professor at 
Middlebury College and a lecturer in theater at the University of 
Vermont. 

And the leading lady? Enter Burlington actor Chris Caswell, 
who calls the part of Lady Macbeth “one of my dream roles.” 

Lourie’s production is set in a pretechnological era with, as 
counterpoint, an original electronic soundscape by Middlebury 
College music professor Peter Hamlin.

On With the Shows 



The national tour of Broadway blockbuster 42nd Street will tap-dance 
its way to the Flynn — and into the hearts of Vermont musical lovers — 
next spring. Its story focuses on a ragtag group of actors put out of work 
by the Great Depression. When a director decides it’s high time to put 
on a show, the performers work themselves into a frenzy — particularly 
Peggy Sawyer, the young protagonist trying to make it in the Big Apple. 
She gets her chance when a lead actress in the show breaks her ankle, 
leaving room for our ingenue to become a Broadway sensation. 

42nd Street first came to the stage in 1980 and is based on a 1933 
Busby Berkeley film of the same name. The play features showstopping 
dance numbers, swelling love ballads and songs that have become part 
of the canon, including “Lullaby of Broadway” and “I Only Have Eyes 
for You." With all that and a come-from-behind American dream story, 
it's no wonder the musical still gets us right in the feels. 

As the Salt Lake Tribune puts it, “42nd Street is so chock-full of en- 
tertainment that it barely fits on the stage.” And you don't have to leave 
Vermont to see it

Marc Maron

When Los Angeles comedian Marc Maron takes the stage next March, he’ll 
almost certainly plumb his fraught backstory for material: the drug addiction, 
two failed marriages, outright rejection in show biz. 

There are plenty of laughs to be had. 

But the mustachioed comic, podcaster, writer, actor and director is just 
as likely to bring the fresh and unfamiliar to his 2016 “The Too Real Tour.” 
Maron is as comfortable monologuing about global warming and Chinese 
economics as he is confiding in his audience about more mundane affairs — 
the challenges of aging, the hassle of a forgotten toothbrush, his devotion to 
his two cats. 

It’s a formula that's found success. Maron's podcast, WTF With Marc 
Maron, which features celebrity interviews recorded from his LA garage, has 
hit No. 1 on the iTunes comedy section several times. Maron has appeared on 
Conan O’Brien's late-night shows more than any other standup comedian. In 
2015, he hosted President Barack Obama on his podcast. (Maron described 
the presidential visit as “a big day for our country, for me and for my cats”) 

Last winter, the Atlantic championed the 52-year-old as a “recovering mo- 
nologist.” Indeed, Maron tempers his clever, self-deprecating wit with a self- 
awareness and sensitivity learned from his interviewing. The combination is 
sure to yield a set of what the Atlantic calls “brilliant mistakes."

Marionettes have been around since ancient Egypt 
In the 18th century, serious composers wrote operas 
specifically for puppets on strings. Mozart grew up 
watching those operas. Lewis Carroll composed and 
performed them to amuse his siblings. 

Here in Vermont, the art form is still going strong, 
thanks to Dan Baginski and Barbara Paulson, who have 
been touring the country as No Strings Marionette 
Company since 1997. The Randolph-based couple cre- 
ates original puppets and scenery. And when the two 
perform, they remain in full view so audience members 
can see exactly what they’re doing to manipulate their 
puppets. 

No Strings shows are family friendly and full of life. 
In Jack and the Beanstalk, Baginski and Paulson note, 
“The stage is hardly big enough to contain the one-of- 
a-kind, handcrafted marionettes, let alone the ravenous, 
rummaging giant.” 

In Wasabi, a Dragon’s Tale, which the Hopkins 
Center for the Arts will present in Claremont, N.H., 
the puppeteers turn the classic fairy tale on its head: A 
clever princess saves her kingdom from a fire-breathing 
beast who has run off with her prince. 

“The jewel-like setting of [the] stage, in combination 
with [the] incredible puppets and wonderful stories. 


created a level of artistry that was pure magic,” raved 
Gene Nelson of Waterbury’s the Children’s Room early 
education resource center after one performance. “The 
children were spellbound!" 

Each show begins with a sing-along and ends with 
a Q&A, during which kids can get a closer look at the 
puppets. 

Despite the company’s name, there are strings at- 
tached to these marionettes. But, as Baginski and 
Paulson declare on their website, “Once the mind be- 
lieves there are no strings ... this realm becomes real and 
the adventure begins."

From the Forgotten Kingdom”

In his mini-documentary about “Tales From the 
Forgotten Kingdom,” international musician and 
composer Guy Mendilow describes the work as a “21st- 
century global take on beautiful old music and legends" 
about "vagabond queens, pauper poets and lovers lost 
to the sea.” 

The semi-theatrical performance is set in 
Mediterranean and Balkan communities that were 
largely destroyed during World War II. Its songs are 
sung in a nearly extinct Judeo-Spanish language of 
the Diaspora called Ladino, which Mendilow himself 
grew up singing as a boy in Jerusalem. Simultaneously 
mournful and joyous, these Sephardi melodies are 
sometimes as haunting as medieval prayers, at other 
times as raucously uplifting as an Israeli wedding 
reception. 

The Guy Mendilow Ensemble is vibrantly percus- 
sive and melodic, composed of a truly international 
cast: Argentine vocalist Sofia Tosello; Americans Chris 
Baum on violin and Andy Bergman on woodwinds, 
jaws harps and electric mbira; and percussionist Tareq 
Rantisi of Ramallah, Palestine. 


Mendilow, whose very surname sounds like a 
long-extinct musical instrument, is himself a man 
of the world, holding American, British and Israeli 
citizenships. Audiences come to this show, he says, 
to “embark on a journey to far-off times and faraway 
places. But through the experience, my hope is that 


they leave with a spark of fascination for cultures 
that are little known in this country."

Young hip-hop fans in Burlington may find it hard to 
think of S.I.N.siZZle as anything but a hometown 
hero. Rapper, promoter and mentor to many young 
artists, he’s been performing locally — and winning 
rap battles — for more than a decade. But it was a 
long journey getting here. 

S.I.N.siZZle was born in Ghana as Edwin 
Owusu in 1981. His family moved to New York 
City in 1993, and he spent his formative years 
in Harlem and the Bronx. Owusu came to the 
University of Vermont in 2001 to study political 
science. Here he met brash rapper and pro- 
moter Lee Anderson (not to be confused with 
the Radio Bean owner of the same name), and 
the duo began a run of raucous club shows and 
college parties as S.I.N. & Lee. 

When Anderson moved to New York, 
S.I.N.siZZle adapted. “I became a promoter 
out of necessity,” he says with a chuckle. “I 
was left with nobody to make those calls and 
get those connections, so I had to step up.” 
Today, his Green Mountain Music Group pro- 
motion company brings in national names and 
provides a platform for local artists. 

Named an up-and-coming rapper by Vibe 
magazine, S.I.N.siZZle is preparing to release an EP, 
Ghana to America, that couldn’t be better timed. “Real 
lyrical rap is coming back,” he says, “and that’s always 
been where I’m at”

WilliamShatner ... is ... well-knownfor ... the ... unusualcurfence of ... hisspeecft ... 
pattern. But there’s far more to the 85-year-old actor than offbeat elocution. After 
all, this is a man who has spent his entire career boldly going where no man has 
gone before. 

Shatner is, of course, most famous for his role as Capt James T. Kirk, star 
of the iconic American TV series "Star Trek”; last week marked the 50th an- 
niversary of the campy sci-fi fave. He’s also an accomplished spoken-word 
recording artist — perhaps you’ve heard his spaced-out take on “Rocket 
Man” by Elton John? Shatner has written or cowritten more than 30 books, 
both fiction and autobiographies. He’s been the pitchman for the travel 
website Priceline since 1997 — or was until his character, the Negotiator, 
was recently killed off. 

All of these experiences and more form the basis of Shatner’s one-man 
show “Shatner’s World: We Just Live in It.” He shares moments from his life 
onstage and off, which run the gamut from hilarious to heartfelt. These are the 
voyages of an unlikely star, offered through a lively mix of storytelling, humor 
and music as eccentric as the man himself Live long and prosper.

Roger Guenveur Smith: Rodney King

Before we knew the names Freddie Gray, Sandra Bland or Trayvon Martin, there 
was Rodney King. Today, cellphone videos revealing police brutality of African 
Americans go viral almost weekly. So it can be hard to appreciate the seismic 
significance of the 1991 video that captured King’s violent beating by four Los 
Angeles police officers. 

One year later, after the four cops were acquitted of all criminal charges. South 
Central LA erupted in angry spasms of violence. The so-called “Rodney King 
riots” left 55 people dead, at least 2,000 injured and more than $1 billion in prop- 
erty damage. They also seared King’s emotion-laden plea — “Can’t we all just get 
along?” — into the national consciousness. 

For actor, writer, director and LA native Roger Guenveur Smith, (Malcolm X, 
American Gangster, Do the Right Thing), King was a seminal figure. As he told the 
Washington Post in 2014, he never met King in person but was deeply moved by the 
former taxi driver’s untimely death in 2012, at age 47, in a drug-related drowning. 

Almost immediately afterward, Smith began work on Rodney King, a solo spo- 
ken-word performance that tries to untangle King’s troubled life and death — and 
why they affected Smith so personally. 

Though much of the show is improvised. Smith delivers verbatim King’s plea 
to rioters to end the violence being perpetrated in his name. His now-famous one- 
line entreaty also included these less-famous words: "We'll get our justice. They 
won the battle but they haven't won the war.” In “Rodney King,” Smith continues 
that fight. His show is for mature audiences only.

Good finds at Pork & Pickles Barbeque 



A t 1:27 p.m., when my friend 
Matt sdll hadn’t shown up for 
our one o’clock lunch plans, 
I figured he was lost. I imag- 
ined him steering his motorcycle around 
and around Essex Junction’s busy Five 
Corners intersection in search of Pork & 
Pickles Barbeque, the newish restaurant 
where we’d planned to meet. He doesn't 
carry a cellphone, so I hoped he’d be 
resourceful, ask someone for help and 
wander in. 

Meanwhile, I sat in the cool, comfort- 
ably dim dining room sipping freshly 
squeezed lemonade through a 
blue-and-white paper straw. I 
daydreamed about the rich fla- 
vors of the smoked polenta I’d 
eaten on my visit the previous 
evening. I doodled pictures of 
pigs in my notebook. And then 
I got a call from Matt, saying 
he’d gone home because he 
couldn't find the place. 

P&P, which opened in June, 
is an addition to the Lazy 
Farmer “farm to trailer" food 
truck and catering company. 
Chef-owner Chris Simard is 
known for his flavorful street 
food, such as kimchi tacos, lob- 
ster rolls, ramen and banh mi. 

During the food truck’s tenure, 
he has used meat from Misty 
Knoll Farms, Boyden Farm and 
Snug Valley Farm in Hardwick. On more 
recent Lazy Farmer menus, Simard has 
taken to noting that all ingredients are 
locally and ethically sourced, rather than 
listing the names of individual farms. 

I’m fairly fanatical about good barbe- 
cue, and I appreciate it even more when 
it shows up in a town where a Vermont 
food booster might not expect it. So I’d 
been looking forward to dining at Pork 
& Pickles. Located off Route 2A in a 
building that also houses a used clothing 


store and a bakery, the restaurant is 
hard to spot, but our server mentioned 
that a sign is coming soon. That's good, 
because hungry diners should be able to 
easily discover and enjoy this place. 

After searching for better direc- 
tions, Matt headed back. Meantime, I 
reexamined the brief lunch menu and 
ordered a pulled-pork sandwich with 
braised greens ($ 12 ) and a fried chicken 
sandwich with potato salad ($12). Both 
arrived just a few moments after he 
walked in.

Our sandwiches were served on the 
kind of soft, sweet rolls that are perfect 
foils for meat and tangy sauces. The 
pork came with a mound of crunchy 
red-cabbage coleslaw and tender, flavor- 
ful braised greens. The coating on the 
fried chicken was perfectly crisp, the 
meat inside tender and juicy. But it could 
have used a touch more seasoning. 


The same 
almost-there qual- 
ity had been true 
of many dishes the 
previous evening. 
Sitting outside 
under umbrellas 
that deflected the 
heat, two friends 
and I sampled a 
significant number 
of items from 
the much larger 
dinner menu. 

We began with 
Simard's famous 
pork-belly let- 
tuce wraps ($5); 
wings, which were 
cleverly brined in 
pickle juice before 
being smoked ($6); 
and a plate of assorted pickles that in- 
cluded carrots, cauliflower, cukes laced 
with garlic and dill, and whole beets, 
plus jalapeno slices that were too spicy 
for any of us to eat ($5). The pickles had 
a fun mix of textures, from the perfectly

Main streets. The modest 
menu offered southern com- 
fort foods such as chicken 
and biscuits, fried catfish, 
and eggs. 

Over the past year, 
the menu has grown to 
include burgers; country- 
fried steak; hummingbird 
and Coca-Cola cakes; classic 
cocktails; milkshakes laced 
with cookies, espresso and 
Bailey’s Irish Cream; and 
hard-to-find Benton’s Smoky 
Mountain Country hams and 
bacon. Within a few months 
of opening, proprietor mary 
Alice Proffitt added a wildly 
popular Sunday Church of 
Brunch, which continues 
to draw lines out the door 
weekly. 

Around the same time, 
Proffitt recalls, she began 
dreaming of serving dinner. 
“I’ve been really anxious to 
do things in the evening,” she 
says, “because there are so 
many people who can’t get 
here in daytime hours." 

When Proffitt was grow- 
ing up in Georgia, her family 
would gather for Sunday 
suppers, passing platters of 
fried chicken, warm cas- 
seroles, and bowls heaped 
with okra, collards and 
other sides. ‘It’s a fun way 
of interacting with people," 
Proffitt says of eating family- 
style, “because it encourages 
conversation. It’s, ‘Hey, can 
you pass me the butter or 
jam?’ You’re not just having 
your food that you ordered.” 

Accordingly, starting 
October 1, the restaurant will 
offer family-style Saturday 
sit-downs. Dishes will 
include perennial favorites 
such as fried chicken or fish, 


steak, lamb-meatball gyros, 
and black-bean-and-seitan 
meatloaf with various gravies 
and sides. 

Beverages will include 
Horrigan’s signature riffs 
on classic cocktails, along 
with local beers, four wines 
on draft, and coffee and 
espresso drinks. Boozy pick- 
me-ups may include vanilla- 
bourbon-infused espresso 
with Frangelico foam. 

If all goes well, the Niche 
will open later this month or 
shortly thereafter.

Both the wings and the wraps were 
delicious finger foods. The tender leaves 
of lettuce that en- 
closed the grilled 
pork belly were 
fresh and un- 
marred. But the 
mayo-like mus- 
tard sauce that 
adorned both 
could have used 

More, 
well, mustard. 

(The menu 
specifies two let- 
tuce wraps for 
$5. We received 
three for the 

that was a quiet 
gift from the 
kitchen, we ap- 
preciated it) 

We moved 
on to entrees. 

There was a pile 
of beef brisket 
accompanied 
with our chosen 
sides: coleslaw 

and potato salad 
($20 for platter). The meat was smoky 
and tender but had less fat than I expect 
from a brisket. The slaw, which turned 
out to be my least favorite thing on the 
P&P menu, had nothing strictly wrong 
with it — the shredded carrots and red 
cabbage were fresh and nicely gar- 
nished with scallion — yet it was forget- 
table. Potato salad, which is surprisingly 
difficult to make well in quantity, was 
made well. Two barbecue sauces, put 
on the table to augment the meats, had 
a kick of vinegar, but both were on the 
thin side and didn't cling. 

I was more excited by the pork-rib 
plate ($18), to which we added sides 
of baked beans and com bread ($3.50 
each). The latter, made with Nitty 
Gritty Grain commeal and rather sweet, 
was delightful It was browned on the 


the inside, and was bursting with com 
flavor. The stick-to-your-ribs-hearty 
baked beans were perfectly cooked and 

I’m an enthusiastic carnivore, and 
slow-cooked meats are high on my list 
of food turn-ons; thus, it surprised me 
that my favorite entree of all was a veg- 
etarian offering: smoked polenta over 
stewed white beans, with braised greens 


and a soft-cooked egg ($14). Every bite 
was bursting with flavor, and the tex- 
tures played well together. It didn’t need 
anything more, or different. 

We finished 
the meal with 
peach ice cream 
($7) topped with 
pastry crumbles, 
whipped cream 
and slices of 
peach. The ice 
cream was lovely 
and cooling and 
not too sweet; the 
crumbles added 
texture. Overall, 
it was creative 
and nicely 
executed. 

The day after I 
had lunch at P&P, 
I read a magazine 
article about my 
favorite chef, 
Thomas Keller 
(the French 
Laundry, Per Se). 
He related an an- 
ecdote in which, 
after a meal at a 
much-hyped New 
York City res- 
taurant, another 
patron recognized him and approached. 
“Isn't this amazing?" the fellow asked. 
“No, it’s not amazing," Keller said, “It's 
really good ... We need more good." 

As a former restaurateur, when I 
hired chefs, I asked them to strive to 
make each item the best version of that 
thing they’d ever tasted. Is this the best 
meatloaf? Is it the best blue cheese 
dressing? How about the best chicken 
stock? In many cases, the solution 
was just a little bit more lemon juice, a 
smidgen of spice, minced fresh herbs, a 
sprinkling of salt. We sometimes failed 
in our quest, especially when we were 
extremely busy or, as restaurant people 
say, “in the weeds.” 

The food at Pork & Pickles could use 
that kind of refining. Sauces in particu- 
lar, both the barbecue variety and the 
ones that are mixed into or accompany 
various appetizers and side dishes, 
could be punched up and made sexier. 

But for now, I can say that Pork & 
Pickles is good — really good. ©

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a portion of the harvest to press into 
mineral-sweet hard ciders. 

Windfall Orchard recently obtained 
an event license to hold monthly 
dinners on-site, showcasing both the 
orchard’s bounty and the owners’ 
culinary prowess. Starting in mid- 
October, the dinner series will center 
on the wood-fired cooking suite at the 


heart of the property, complete with a 
brick oven, smoker, grill and cast-iron 
griddle top known as la plancha. 

“We’re just getting started with our 
menu ideas,” says Koehler. “But our 
wood oven won’t be for pizza." Instead, 
expect abundant, family-style platters 
of Oaxacan-style tlayudas — freshly 
made tortillas topped with pureed 
black beans, queso fresco, and seasonal 
ingredients such as squash blossoms or 
fire-blasted peppers and onions. Other 
possibilities, says Koehler, include 
“authentic pork camitas cooked in the 
wood oven, Oaxacan chicken mole ... 
and homemade tacos.” 

In the works for spring 2017 is 
the orchard's "tasting grotto," to be 
constructed on the ground floor of 
the couple’s home on the property. 
Modeled after an antique cider cellar, it 
will double as an event space and have a 
modest bar for sample sips and snacks.

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Under the Foam 

Burlington’s new Foam Brewers goes with the flow

A fter water and tea, beer is the 
most widely consumed bever- 
age in the world. One could 
argue that it even helped 
shape the world; In the words of English 
wine writer Andrew Jefford, “Wine was 
the drink of elegance and aristocracy, 
whereas beer built the pyramids.” And 
all beer, from a can of Budweiser to a 
draft of craft IPA, shares a basic skeleton 
with its ancestors: water source, starch 
source, yeast source, hops. 

But if making good beer were as 
straightforward as using yeast — and 
sometimes bacteria — to convert starchy 
sugars into a hopped, palatable alcohol, 
we wouldn’t have a brewing culture that 
has subsisted since the Bronze Age. Beer 
reflects the personality of a place and 
its people, whether it tastes of pristine, 
commercial exactitude or the funk of 
wild fermentation caused by a lakeside 
breeze. In that sense, the trajectory of 
brewing beer is not a straight line from 
start to finish. It’s a fluid curve. 

Perhaps this is why Todd Haire, co- 
founder and brewmaster of Burlington's 
Foam Brewers, designed a winding 
stone bar as the centerpiece of his new 
brewery at 112 Lake Street. The concrete 


bar top, crafted by local businesses 
Russ Bennett Design and Vermont 
Eco-Floors, meanders from one end of 
the brewery to the other, flecked with 
stones collected from the edges of Lake 
Champlain and inlaid with illuminated 
glass by Mad River Glass Gallery. 

“The whole idea is the curve,” says 
Haire as he pours a dusky-gold pint of 
the house saison, Saison de Foam 2 . 0 . 
“The bar’s not a straight line, so you 
don’t have to crane your neck around to 
look at people. It’s all a part of the flow." 

The “flow” is, to Haire, “about being 
in a place — sitting and relaxing for the 
moment.” For this reason, there are no 
tasting flights at Foam. “You’re not get- 
ting the full spectrum of a beer if you’re 
jumping from one to another in a rack of 
six,” Haire continues. ‘When a draft of 
beer is poured, half of its aroma sits in 
the head. The foam.” 

Haire pours himself a Tranquil Pils, a 
German-style pilsner that seems to glow 
in the glass. He sniffs the froth on top, 
the suds that inspired the bar’s name in 
the first place. “All great beer sits under 
foam,” he explains. 

Looking around Foam, you can see 
that the “flow” of enjoying a beer has 


as much to do with the brewery as it 
does with the brews. Outside, umbrella- 
topped tables on the patio are filling 
with locals arriving for a beer and a wa- 
terfront breeze. 

Inside, the air has the sweet, mineral 
smell of wort with a musky undertone 
of hops, an aroma indicative of the steel 
fermentation tanks puffing steam along 
the wall. Exposed brick and wooden 
beams warm up the space’s metallic in- 
dustrial accents. Potted plants hangover 
giant stacks of bagged grain. 

The works of Vermont artists high- 
light the architecture: metalwork fenc- 
ing by Kat Clear; curved metal leaves 
and tap handles by Christopher Solbert; 
and a massive outdoor mural by Charlie 
Hudson, who currently sits at the bar 
with Haire chatting over a pint Behind 
the bar, there’s a basket of bread, ajar of 
pickles and a cake stand laden with Miss 
Weinerz doughnuts, made each week 
with the brewery’s spent grain. 

Two other Foam cofounders, general 
manager Dani Casey and head brewer 
Bobby Grim, laugh with a customer 
as they brainstorm names for a new 
brew made with full-cone Cascade and 
Chinook hops. 


“Some hop famers from Kirby Hop 
Farm in Chateaugay, N.Y., stopped by 
our door with these killer full-cone 
hops,” explains Haire. “It was insane — 
they picked all the cones by hand. They 
weren't dry hops. They were fresh, fiill 
cones meant to be made into a wet-hop 

Haire and Grim walk to a steel tank 
bubbling on the wall opposite the bar. 
Haire opens a top latch and takes a deep 
inhale of the heady steam that emerges. 
Grim undoes a side latch and plucks a 
cone from the tank’s depths. He pulls 
apart the green-brown hop bud to show 
plump lupulin glands clinging to the 
center — tiny yellow sacs filled with all 
the acids and hop oils that add hop char- 

“These farmers were so jazzed about 
wanting us to use the cones in our beer,” 
Haire continues. “Since there’s a much 
higher moisture content in fresh hops, 
we used about 80 percent more than 
you'd usually use in a batch." While dry 
hops are more concentrated in flavor, 
unprocessed, just-harvested, full-cone 
wet hops carry more fragrance and 
greenness in their wells of extra water — 
a difference analogous to that between 
in-season tomatoes and their sun-dried 
counterparts. 

Haire developed the recipe with a 
simple blended malt base from Peterson 
Quality Malt in North Ferrisburgh, 
wanting the hops to stand out without 
any competing flavors. “It's going to be 
exciting to see how it comes out,” says

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Grim. “It smelled like a fresh orange in 
the kettle.” 

A while later, the Foam team gathers 
at a round table in a back corner of the 
brewery, beside a wall adorned with 
paintings by local artist Geoff Garrow. 
“This was my kitchen table as a child,” 
says Haire, smiling behind his mous- 
tache. “I had it in storage and thought 
this would be a great spot.” 

Four of the five Foam founders are 
here — Haire, Grim, Casey and Sam 
Keane, the third brewer in the trio. Jon 
Farmer, the fifth member of the group, 
is the creative mind behind the brew- 
ery's marketing, branding and digital 
media. The five-person team is visibly 
close, having developed their friendship 
during different work ventures long 
before Foam opened its doors in late 




Haire began brewing at Magic Hat 
Brewing in South Burlington in 1998, 
when Vermont had just four other craft 
breweries (that number has since grown 
to 46). Casey joined the Magic Hat 
marketing team in 2007. She and Haire 
worked in tandem until Haire left in 2011 
to be the head brewer at Switchback 
Brewing. He hired Grim a year later to 
be a pilot brewer for Switchback's spe- 
cialty beers, and Keane joined the team 
soon after as a production brewer. 

Farmer worked in the Switchback 
taproom. Casey left Magic Hat and came 
to Switchback in 2015. That’s when 
Grim and Keane approached Haire with 
the plans to start their own brewery, 
with Haire as the brewmaster. 

“It was a huge undertaking for us, 


coming together as a team," says Haire. 
“We knew we’d need an amazing gen- 
eral manager, and that was [Casey]. And 
we knew we’d need to bring in [Farmer], 
who has such vision and creativity." 

In November 2015, with funding 
from personal savings, friends, family 
and a small business loan, the Foam 
quintet leased its current spot in a 19th- 
century brick building on Lake Street. 
The former home of San Sai Japanese 
Restaurant needed a dose of reconstruc- 
tion — “the foundations were very bare, 
and there were still quail eggs in the 
freezer,” says Grim. The team stripped 
the place to its bones and built it back

“The creative aspects of both are very 
fun. We can do so many different styles 
of beer from that perspective. Between 
Foam and HOF, we have 15 500-liter bar- 
rels of ‘punching beers.’ Experiments.” 

Upcoming brews might include 
lavender and chamomile grown by 
Foam’s baker friend Ren Weiner; local 


leases from House of Fermentology and 
maybe some small runs of Built to Spill 
[in bottles], as well. But it will all come 
right out of our door.” 

Keeping it all in-house, continues 
Haire, is another nod to the idea of 
flow. “The whole point is to have people 
come here and experience here, to sit 
down and relax,” he says. “Our goal all 
along was to make good beer in a good 
space and pour it right here. The world 
is a crazy place. It’s good, sometimes, to 
take it little by little.” ©

AEROPLANE & THE WRONG NUMBERS! The 
boozy, bluesy offshoot of beloved local 
“suspender fusion” act the Vermont 
joy parade is back on native soil after 
relocating to New Orleans. The band will 
be at Radio Bean in Burlington on Friday, 
September 16, with a pair of fellow 
Crescent City acts: bubblegum-folk outfit 
the tumbling wheels and songwriter 
shayne sayers. Duke and his Numbers 
are in town celebrating the release of a 
new record, Higher Ground. They’re also 
kicking off a northeast tour with those 
aforementioned NOLA bands — both 
labelmates on United Bakery Records. 

The new album contains all of 
the scruffy hallmarks that long ago 
endeared the band to local audiences. 
First and foremost, that includes the 
roguish charm of Duke Aeroplane 
himself — aka galen peria. As always, 
Peria leads his band with the seedy, 
theatrical flair of a carnival sideshow 
barker. Think tom waits meets p.t. 
barnum. And Peria’s writing has never 
been more vivid as he navigates through 
tales of morality as murky as the swamp 
he now calls home. 

But what separates his band's latest 
album from earlier work is fidelity — 
perhaps an odd term given the cast 
of cheats and lowlifes who typically 
populate his songs. Local swampy-tonk 
hero brett hughes recorded Higher 
Ground, and it stands as some of his 
finest engineering work. Never has 
Peria's band been given such a fine 
audiophile’s treatment. 

Still, the best way to experience 
Duke Aeroplane & the Wrong Numbers 
is in person, ideally several drinks deep 
and surrounded by your sweatiest, most 
debauched friends.

The Freak Beneath 

(SELF-RELEASED. CASSETTE. DIGITAL DOWNLOAD) 

A little more than a year ago, Vermont 
ex-pat Aleck Woogmaster and Portland, 
Ore., singer-songwriter Ivy Estelle 
released their debut EP, Sticks in the 
Mud. The seven-song teaser was uneven 
but interesting, promising better things 

With the arrival of the duo’s first 
full-length album, The Freak Beneath, 
it’s clear they really were cooking up 
something new. And, appropriately, 
they’ve rebranded as simply Aleck & 

Ivy. The EP often sounded like two solo 
artists collaborating; their latest release 
suggests they've fused into a single 
organism. 

One big change is the music itself. 

On their last outing, Woogmaster and 
Estelle relied on beats from Burlington 
rapper/producer Face One. But this 
time around, they’ve taken a DIY 



approach that’s built around looping 
instruments live. Turns out, they’ve got 
a knack for it. 

Sonically, The Freak Beneath hails 
from the early days when house music 
was still inseparable from hip-hop and 
drum machines ruled the Earth. It’s 
consistent to a fault, and you might 
wish they’d used a more diverse palette, 
especially for the percussion. Still, the 
arrangements are tasteful and strong. 
And producer Third Seven’s mastery 
of the effects chain makes the album 
sound more like late Radiohead than 
vintage RUN-DMC. 

This is an exceptionally sequenced 
work. A lot of attention has been paid 
to both pacing and smooth transitions. 


Indeed, the first five tracks are damn 
near seamless. The lyrics are equally 
interconnected, as themes and motifs 
reappear in new permutations without 
ever wearing thin. This is perhaps the 
most impressive aspect of The Freak 
Beneath: Despite bursting at the seams 
with ideas and images, it still comes off 
as a focused project 

Estelle has really come into her own. 
Her voice sounds stronger and more 
assured. She also steps up as a rapper 
on many songs, proving herself an able 
counterpoint to Woogmaster's dense, 
stream-of-thought flow. In fact, one of 
the best songs on the album is “July,” a 
beautifully written heartbreaker about 
the death of her older brother. 

Woogmaster has also improved. 

His verses here are some of the 
sharpest compositions of his career. 

His cadence is more intricate and 
rhythmic, but what really stands out 
are the mixed metaphors and layered 
wordplay. His a cappella piece, “Rust 
in Piece (Worthy),’’ is perhaps his 


best performance yet: thoughtful, sly 
and still shockingly honest For a guy 
who used to use the mic as a Molotov 
cocktail, the maturity and restraint he 
shows here is a dramatic change. 

How it happened is no mystery. If 
anything, the process behind personal 
growth is the core theme of the project 
Aleck & Ivy are constantly in dialogue, 
talking things through, alternating 
between counterpoint and commentary. 
If this album is any indication, their live 
show must be somewhere between a 
house party and a group psychotherapy 
session, and something well worth 
checking out

Nostalgia is a powerful thing. And in 
2016 , it seems like we can't get enough 
of it Axl Rose and Slash reunited Guns 
N’ Roses at the Coachella Valley Music 
and Arts Festival, and other bygone 
bands including Lush and Temple of the 
Dog announced tours. Netflix series and 
1980s Spielberg dry-hump “Stranger 
Things” broke the internet suggesting 
that if you can get the details right, 
actual content doesn’t matter as much 
as the presentation. 

Enter Banana Schlitz, whose debut 
full-length Sports Bt Milk operates 
as a musical time machine. The flux 
capacitor is fluxing, and the time 
circuits are set to indie rock’s cassette- 
tape era. Helmed by Blue Button’s 
Jason Cooley and James Bellizia, the 



record includes appearances by fellow 
children of the '80s Heloise Williams 
(Heloise and the Savoir Faire, which 
includes her husband, Bellizia), Bobby 
Hackney Jr. (Rough Francis) and Frank 
Zee (Blue Button). That roster makes 
Banana Schlitz a Burlington supergroup 

The physical album comes as a 
delightfully packaged cassette tape. The 
liner notes include some neat photos 
and the complete song lyrics — the 
latter a nice touch that’s often missing 


in the streaming era. Cassette seems 
like the most appropriate format, and 
not just because the music pays homage 
to the early days of indie. For one thing, 
the basic tracks for every song were 
recorded on four-track. Only vocals 
and some keyboards were added via 
contemporary tech during the mixing 
process. 

Cooley wrote nearly all of the songs, 
and his angst seems in step with the era 
for which he pines. “Again Over Again” 
is a raw, intimate ballad about accepting 
things the way they are, and about how 
much that can suck. “I was sitting in the 
park / My dad was across the street / 
Drinking in a bar / He didn't know that 
I was watching," he sings. But it’s not 
all pain. “Used Future” is a hip-shaking, 
danceable cut in which Williams and 
Cooley get down like the B-52s’ Kate 
Pierson and Fred Schneider gone 
electroclash. 

The one track not penned by Cooley 


covers a section of Keith Forsey’s The 
Breakfast Club score titled “Makeover 
Theme.” Maybe your heart doesn’t 
die when it grows up. Whether this 
inclusion is meant to be a joke, super- 
duper serious or something in between, 
Cooley successfully reinvents the 
iconic moment through his own filter, $ 
swapping electric piano for fuzzy guitar g 
on the lead melody. >

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Moved by the Spirit 

"Grand Point Weird,” at Grand Point North 


A s always, this weekend’s 
Burlington waterfront music 
festival Grand Point North 
will be headlined by founder 
Grace Potter. The 2016 lineup includes 
Old Crow Medicine Show, Guster, 
Kaleo and many other musicians — but 
there’s stuff to see as well as hear. One 
of the fest's annual offerings is an in- 
stallation called “Grand Point Weird,” 
curated by Potter’s older sister, artist 
Charlotte Potter. This year, the show fo- 
cuses on the Abenaki Lake Champlain 
creation story. It’s a timely choice, given 
the recent surge of public attention to 
indigenous land rights, spurred by the 
Standing Rock Sioux Tribe’s protests 
against the Dakota Access Pipeline. 

The Abenaki story begins like this, 
according to Vermont Abenaki artist 
and educator Judy Dow: 

“A long time ago, the Great Spirit cre- 
ated this world that we live in with all 
the colors and all the beauty. He wiped 
the dust from his hands, and it fell to 
the earth. Odzihozo, the transformer ... 
picked up this dust and began to gather 
himself, began to transform himself.” 

Charlotte is the glass-studio manager 
and programming director at the Chrysler 
Museum of Art in Norfolk, Va.; this is her 
fourth year orchestrating “Grand Point 
Weird.” The flippancy of the installation’s 
name is deliberate, she said in a phone 
interview — part of her effort to make 
contemporary art more accessible to the 
public. “People think contemporary art is 
weird,” Charlotte noted. 

This year’s GPW will be anchored by 
a live mural painting by Brooklyn artist 
Esteban del Valle, who attended gradu- 
ate school at the Rhode Island School of 
Design with Charlotte. He’ll render his 
interpretation of the creation story across 
six plywood panels, resulting in a 24-by- 
6.5-foot finished piece. “We wanted [the 
work] to be pertinent to the actual site 
that we were on,” Charlotte explained. 

Del Valle told Seven Days by phone 
that the mural format lends itself to the 
narrative layering of time and space. To 
that end, he’ll paint a present-day sto- 
ryteller as narrator of the ancient story, 
which will showcase plenty of land- 
scape and wildlife details. Some of his 
paints will be fluorescents responsive to 
black lights. 



Students from the Vermont 
Governor’s Institute on the 
Arts will aid del Valle in 
constructing and paint- 
ing the mural, as well 
as in bringing its story 1 
to life with visual 
and performing arts. 

At this summer’s 
two-week session 
for high schoolers at 
Castleton University, 
which took place in 
June and July, stu- 
dents participated in 
brainstorming and cre- 
ating a variety of works to 
be shown at the fall festival. 

GIA instructor Cavan 
Meese led students in making 
masks of Champlain Sea crea- 
tures, while former Blue Man Group 


member and Johnson State College 
instructor Isaac Littlejohn Eddy 
spearheaded the performance com- 
ponent. Meanwhile, Dow’s students 
constructed small, three-dimensional 
beaded trees, as well as a beaded rep- 
resentation of Bitawbogk — aka Lake 
Champlain. The festivities will be 
accompanied by a recording of Dow 
reading the creation story in full, made 
with the help of Grace’s producer, Eric 
Valentine, and studio time donated by 
Williston’s Meadowlark Studios. 

For GIA student Calleen Ferris, 17, 
now a senior at Bellows Free Academy 
of Fairfax, this summer was not her 
first time hearing the Abenaki story. 
Ferris remembers Dow visiting her 
third-grade classroom in Randolph, 
she said in a phone interview. She 
had the opportunity to work with the 
Abenaki teacher once again in her 
morning beading class at the summer 
institute. In the afternoon, Ferris 
worked with Eddy in a class called 
Clowning Around; she’ll perform with 
fellow classmates at GPN. She’s eager 
to be reunited with her GIA cohort: 
“You go to this institute, and the 
friendships that you make are forever," 
Ferris said. 

The festival’s debut collaboration 
with GIA represents the Potter

sisters’ desire to involve 
more Vermont artists and 
students in GPN. Both are 
alumnae of the two-week 
summer arts program. “It 
was really influential in 
both of our career paths,” 

Charlotte said. 

“[I was] honored with 
the Governor’s Art Award 
[last fall], and it made me 
remember and take a jour- 
ney to where it all started,” 

Grace added. “And it all 
started when I was jealous 
that Charlotte got to go to 
the GIA.” 

Institute director 
Elizabeth Frascoia de- 
scribed the process of 
working with GPN as col- 
laborative. Teachers and 
students drew guidance from provided 
questions: “How can we tie it to the 
place where the festival [happens]? 

How can we incorporate the native sto- 
ries and traditions and culture?" 

At a GIA morning meeting, Dow pre- 
sented the Abenaki stories, which de- 
scribe not only the geologic formation 
of Lake Champlain and the surrounding ^u^ture'ofafemafeAsrarfelephantl 
mountains, but the lake’s Oodzee-Hozo 
(Rock Dunder), which protrudes from

the water just a few miles 
from where the festival 
takes place. Dow added 
that her daughter was 
married “in the very field 
where the concert is going 
to be." 

“What’s happened 
with this," Dow said, “is 
it became a way to teach 
respect of somebody else’s 
history [and] culture ... to 
share [through] a lot of dif- 
ferent mediums.” 

As Grace put it, the col- 
laboration is a way to cele- 
brate and share the “energy 
and vitality that Vermont 
has pumping through it." ®

Sully ★★★★★ 

I was surprised to learn that Clint East- 
wood's latest film was being released 
on September 9. Did award season get 
moved up? I wondered. Then I saw 
Sully and realized what a crafty, gut- wrench- 
ing stunt Eastwood had pulled off. On the 
weekend of the anniversary of the Twin 
Towers attacks, audiences would be watch- 
ing a movie memorializing an event that the 
director has very consciously framed as the 
country's anti-9/11. 

And they’ll be watching for a long time to 
come, because Sully is one hell of a film. The 
director may be 86 and known to converse 
with the occasional chair, but his vision, in- 
stincts and skills are as sharp as ever. It doesn't 
hurt that Tom Hanks is at the top of his game 
as Captain Chesley “Sully" Sullenberger, the 
most famous pilot in modem history. 

I was surprised, too, to learn that East- 
wood’s latest was about Sullenberger, I have 
to admit. What can he do with this stiff? I 
wondered, imagining a movie designed to 
turn the white-haired guy we’ve watched on 
TV for years, commenting on one air disaster 
after another, into an action hero. I should've 
known the Oscar-winning director had a 
trick up his sleeve. 

Or half a dozen. This is a picture that 
works on multiple levels and proves to be a 


pleasant, powerful surprise on every one. We 
all know what happened on January 15, 2009. 
Sullenberger and copilot Jeff Skiles (Aaron 
Eckhart, also excellent) launched U.S. Air- 
ways Flight 1549 into the sky over LaGuar- 
dia. They barely had time to banter about 
lunch plans before a Bock of geese smashed 
into the plane and shredded its engines. 

We know the plane lost thrust, yet die 
captain somehow kept his cool and landed it 
safely in the river, despite the lack of pow- 
er and the notorious perils of water land- 
ings ( Cast Away, anyone?). The image of 
the crash’s 155 survivors — i.e., everyone on 
board — balancing on the aircraft’s wings as 
if they were giant surfboards is among the 
indelible ones of our age. Within hours, Sully 
was one of the most famous and celebrated 
human beings on the planet. 

Yet it turns out there was so much we 
didn't know. For example, while the world 
was hailing Sully as a hero, the National 
Transportation Safety Board was running 
computer simulations to make the case that 
he panicked and could have made it safely 
back to LaGuardia. We may not know that 
Sully and Skiles were kept essentially under 
hotel arrest and prevented from returning 
home. Or that Sully was eventually haunted 
by self-doubt and confessed to his wife (Lau- 



ra Linney) his fear that “Maybe I blew it." 
Eastwood slips in chilling fantasy sequences 
of the pilot’s worst nightmare: the plane los- 
ing hit over New York and piercingskyscrap- 
er after fireballing skyscraper. 

The scenes of the NTSB hearings are 
a master class in creating movie tension 
(even if they are fudged a bit). And, when 
Eastwood finally brings you aboard the 
fateful Bight, you won't need an attendant 
to remind you to remain in your seat. You 
wouldn’t be able to extricate yourself if you 
wanted to. 


The film's grace note is its portrayal of 
what happened afrer the ditch. Within min- 
utes — 24, to be exact — help arrived from 
every direction. Without a single SOS being 
sent, commuter ferries and private choppers 
descended on the scene to lend assistance, 
quickly followed by police, firefighters and 
other first responders. This was a day. East- 
wood reminds us, when terror didn't get the 
better of New York but instead brought out 
the best in it and was overcome. Rarely has a 
release date been more perfectly timed.

When the Bough Breaks 



I n the 1990s, moviegoers Bocked to a 
string of glossy thrillers that one crit- 
ic of the era memorably dubbed the 
“from hell” genre. All their plots could 
be reduced to a single pungent phrase: “the 
roommate from hell” (Single White Female), 
“the tenant from hell" ( Pacific Heights), “the 
nanny from hell” (The Hand That Rocks the 
Cradle). The protagonists were always at- 
tractive yuppies, living the dream until they 
made the mistake of trusting a psychopath 
who had designs on their goodies. Bunnies 
were boiled, innocents were terrorized and 
lessons were learned about the general scari- 
ness of the less fortunate. 

Such films haven't been seen much 
since the Clinton administration, except on 
Lifetime. But they make a brief theatrical 
comeback with When the Bough Breaks, an 
enjoyable camp fest best described as “the 
surrogate from hell.” Reproductive technol- 
ogy may have advanced since the '90s, but the 
formula of these films hasn't changed a bit. 

Morris Chestnut and Regina Hall play 
John and Laura Taylor, an early-forties New 
Orleans couple with a ravishing restored 
home and ^amorous jobs (lawyer, high-end 
chef). The only thing they lack is a baby, so 
they seek out a surrogate. 

Young Anna (Jaz Sinclair) has meek pos- 
ture, dewy eyes and a shy smile that oozes 
sincere desire to help the infertile couple. 
So, of course the Taylors choose her as the 
receptacle of their precious last embryo. Of 


course they welcome her into their home 
when she seeks refuge from an abusive boy- 
friend (Theo Rossi). And of course — I don't 
think I’m spoiling much here — Anna turns 
out to come straight from hell. 

The fun of such movies is in seeing how 
the hellishness will reveal itself. Will the 
infernal antagonist have plausible motiva- 
tions, perhaps even a legitimate grievance? 
Or will she be simply a class-A sociopathic 


bee-yotch, the kind who likes to torment an 
older, richer rival by stealing her clothes and 
looking great in them? 

Anno is basically the latter. The film raises 
questions about the ethical and legal issues 
involved in surrogacy — does the woman 
carrying the child have any say in its future? 
— only to toss them aside once it’s clear she’s 
off the rails. The script by Jack Olsen gives 
full moral authority to John and Laura, who 


are nice people but not fieshed-out charac- 
ters, despite vague hints that they've had to 
“work on" their marriage. 

All the best scenes belong to Sinclair; 
equally convincing as a mousy waif and a di- 
abolical vamp, she struts around the house in 
dishabille, leering suggestively at John, and 
ends up walking away with the film. Chest- 
nut does his best to suggest some inner con- 
fiict while fending off her advances, but his 
character remains on the drawing board. 

Most of the film takes place in the Taylors' 
home, and director Jon Cassar, a veteran of 
TV’s “24," uses its billowy curtains and shad- 
ows to create a moody atmosphere of suspi- 
cion and voyeurism. While its middle section 
stretches long. When the Bough Breaks shows 
an admirable willingness to “go there” when 
it's time to unleash hell. The circumstances 
under which Anna’s water breaks are prob- 
ably enough to guarantee the film a future 
place in Lifetime's rotation of minor camp 
classics about domestic peril. 

Like virtually every entry in the “from hell” 
genre, the film ends up affirming that “The 
family that kills together stays together” (as 
Pauline Kael put it, reviewing genre progenitor 
Fatal Attmction). Movies like these affirm their 
own land of family values, offering viewers the 
assurance that, whatever travails they may ex- 
perience at home, at least they’ll never have to 
explain to their kid that he emerged from the 
loins of the surrogate from hell.
